‘ THE GLEICHEN CALL, 


Britain's Recovery Programme 
IN THE RECENT NATIONAL ECONOMIC SURVEY, published by the 
British government, the people there were once more reminded of the criti- 
cal nature of their present cconomic situation and were told of the rigorous 
programme for recovery which must be carried out in the coming months.’ 
It called for a full understanding of the need for stern measures to meet 
this crisis and for full co-operation in carrying out the necessary measures. 
“The Government”, the survey said, “regards it as essential to the whole 
conception and success of an economic plan democratically carried out that 
there should be the widest possible understanding of the facts of the situa- 
tion and the targets laid down.” The magnitude of Britain’s war effort, 
and the necessity for rebuilding many industrial sites, has made post-war 
recovery a difficult matter, but in spite of that, there has been steady pro- 


gress since the summer of 1945.

‘ ’ In spite of transportation difficulties and fuel 
Main Object To shortages, industrial production in Britain rose in 
Save Dollars 1947 by nine per cent, over that of 1946. This 

success was due in part to voluntary increases in 
working hours, and partly to great effort on the part of individual workers 
Since that time further advances have been made toward the goal for 1948, 
which is for an export rate 50 per cent. above the pre-war level. Since one 
of the most serious aspects of Britain’s economic situation is the shortage 
of dollars, the main objectives outlined for this year are concerned with 
conserving dollars by decreasing Britain’s imports from dollar countries and 
by producing at home as many articles as possible normally imported from 
the Western Hemisphere. At the same time, the report aims at increasing 
British exports to dollar countries, All this involves continued austerity for 
the British people, and a great effort to step up the production of articles 
for export. CAAT heh HC) 
There is hope that the textile industry will produce 
Targets Set 97 per cent, more woollen and worsted goods than in 
1947, and that production of cotton goods and yarns 
For Industry will be 74 per cent. above that of last year. The target 
set for steel mills is over one million tons more than in 1947, in spite of the 
fact that this industry has for some time been breaking production records. 
It is also hoped to raise machinery shipments to 180 per cent. above the pre- 
war average, while manufacturers of vehicles have been asked to raise ex- 
ports to 240 per cent. of the 1938 figure. All these objectives will have to 
be reached by individual industries if Britain’s export trate is to be 50 per 
cent, above that of 1938, which is the figure considered necessary if satis- 
factory progress is to be made in 1948, To achieve this goal the British 
people will be called upon to make continued sacrifices. Housing schemes 
will have to be postponed, as will plans for reduced working hours and 
production of goods for home markets. In addition, food supplies will 
again be reduced. The outlook for 1948, according to the survey, is “full 
of uncertainties and bound to be one of great anxiety.” There is, however, 
no suggestion of defeat and it is to be sincerely hoped that the courage and 
determination of the British people and their government will soon be re- 
warded with the success they deserve in their great struggle for economic 
recovery.

EDMONTON.—aAlberta issued 102,- 
500 car licenses in 1947, shattering 
all previous records and exceeding 
the previous year's total of 95,000. 
Drivers’ licenses also set a new high 
of 184,000, against 71,000 in the pre- 
vious year. 

This year Alberta returns to the 
old system of two license plates on 
motor vehicles. In order to meet a 
rush demand, the province has placed 
an order for 110,000 sets of plates.

Perennial Wheat No Longer Unbelievable Myth 


Winter Hardiness 


By T. R. MELVILLE-NESS

REGINA, Sask.—Plant breeders at 
the University of Saskatchewan, 
working with crosses between grasses 
and wheats, have come along with an 
interesting development — a wheat- 
like plant with perennial habit, and 
near immunity to a large number of 
races of stem and leaf rust, 

The difficulty is that the present 
lines have no winter hardiness and 
can only be carried through several 
croppings under green house condi- 
tions, But perennial wheat is “no 
longer an unbelievable myth,” accord- 
ing to Dr. J. B, Harrington of the 
university field husbandry depart- 
ment. “Winter hardiness must be 
added if the wheat is to be of any 
value. It may take many years to 
effect this, but the lines we are work- 
ing on now present many interesting 
possibilities,” he adds. 

For instance, the plants growing in 
one of the green houses at the uni- 
versity have the grass characteristic 
of retaining green matter in the stem 
after the head has ripened. Such a 
plant, developed to withstand prairie 
field conditions, would serve a dual 
purpose, It is possible the grain 
might be.threshed, the straw left to 
cure, later to be gathered and fed to 
stock as a valuable and nutritious 
forage. 

Degree Of Stability 

What value would perennial wheat 
have in the western farm economy? 
Simply this: it could provide a per- 
manent cover crop, capable of pre- 
venting much of the dangerous wind 
and water erosion that threatens the 
very life of some of our soils. Peren- 
nial wheat could mean a degree of 
stability never believed possible in 
this dry country. But between the 
present lines and the development of 
a strain hardy enough to withstand 
the severe winters of the west lie 
years of painstaking work of breed- 
ing and cross-breeding, selection and 
rejection, all the disappointments and 
the shattered hopes the plant breeder 
knows so well. 

Dr. Harrington, who is in charge of 
wheat breeding at, the university, 
states that the present achievement 
is the result of work done by Pro- 
fessor L. H. Shebeski, also of the uni- 
versity field husbandry department, 
when he was at the Dominion Rust 
Laboratory at Winnipeg. Mr. She- 
beski crossed Agropyron elongatum, 
a hardy grass, with Chinese wheat 
in 1938, and back crossed the grass- 
like hybrid with Chinese to get a 
moderately wheat-like progeny. Suc- 
cessive generations of sel&ting to- 
ward a satisfactory whcat-like plant 
of perennial habit was interrupted 
from 1941 to 1945 and resumed in the 
fall of 1945. 

Research Begins 

Although Russian scientists are be- 
lieved to have been working on per- 
ennial bread-grain crops since 1928, 
it was not until 1935 that similar re- 
search began in Canada, This was 
undertaken actually in response to 
the need for new forage crops which 
would help solve the problems of 
drouth and soil conservation, That 
work has the objective of a large 
seeded hardy grass and is under way 
at the Dominion Forage Breeding

* OTTAWA.—Average valuc of oc- 
cupied farm land in Canada for 1947 
was $35 an acre, an increase of nine 
per cent. over the average value in- 
dicated in 1946 and 40 per cent. more 
than in 1939, the Burcau of Statistics 
reported. 

Reflecting the relative increases in 
farm produce prices, the average in- 
cludes both cultivated and unimprov- 
ed land. The bureau's index of farm 
prices of agricultural products for 
1947 was 95.5 per cent. above the 
1935-39 level, while for the same year 
the index of prices of commodities 
and services used by farmers advanc- 
ed 57.4 per cent. from the 1935-39 
base-period level, 


Increases in farm land values over 
1946 were reported in all provinces, 
the largest increases being in British

You tave got working for you a 
host of people you never gece. One of 
every 67 adults in Canada is on Ot- 
tawa’s payroll. Today Canadian tax 
payers pay, 120,000 people in the Do- 
minion civil service. That’s 69,000 
more than before the war. Extra cost 
$120 millions a year. Obviously staffs 
shrdlurd 
of pre-war size would be inadequate 
for present public necds. But those 
who put up the money are entitled to 
know why so much is required by 
this or that department and judge 
what the nation is getting in return. 
Small items need as much scrutiny as 
big ones. Lumped together they total 
millions. For instance the government 
will spend more than $6,000,000 
on publicity this year, That involves 
staffs. Does the army need 40 people 
to handle its public relations? What 
for? ‘Then what about the two and 
a half mililons to be spent this year 
in propaganda abroad, One and a half 
milions the government will spend on 
overseas broadcasts and $646,550 will 
be spent by the Canadion information 
service. 


EXPERIMENETAL FARM NOTES 


Growing flax in combination with 
wheat or other cereals, 

The question is frequently asked, 
“Is it advisable to grow flax in com- 
bination with other grain rather than 
by itself?’ ‘There are advantages and 
disadvantages to, the system of com- 
bination cropping and these showld 
be taken into account when the use 
of it is being considered, ‘The ud. 
vantages of combination cropping 
are: It is easiar to cut flax wien 
it is grown in a mixture with other 
grain than when it is grown alone 
Flax in combination with other grain 
will fight weeds better than when 
sown alone. If the land is liable to 
crust wheat seedlings can push their 
way through making it possible for 
tie flax to emerge. ‘While no definita 
data are available there is reason to 
believe that flax grown in combina- 
tion with wheat is damaged less by 
‘grasshoppers than when grown alone, 

The chief disadvantages are: Flax 
should be sown fairly shallow and 
under certain conditions it is neces- 
sary to seed tie wheat and flax 
separately. A crop of wheat und 
flax mixed is more difficult to mark- 
et and it is practically essential to 
separate it. The grade of flax is 
frequently lowered on account of 
broken wheat particles. Manufactur- 
ers of linseed oil object to these as 
they reduce the percentage of oil ex- 
tracted, 

Wkilere there is not too much risk of 
producing a satisfactory crop of flax 
by seeding it alone it is preferable to 
seed it that way. Under favorable 
conditions flax can be expected to 
yield approximately half as many 
bushels per acre as would be obtained 
from wheat. 

A mixture of wheat and flax js 
likely to prove successful: only in tre 
parts of the province where a favors 
able moisture supply is usually ree 
ceived, Kxperiments have been cons 
ducted at the Lethbridge Experiment- 
al Station on irrigated land over a 
period of five years in seeding wheat 
and flax in differcnt combinations. 
Prom results obtained a mixture of 
half a bushel of wiheat and half a 
bushel of flax per acre appears to be 
a satisfactory combination, 

When deciding to grow wheat and 
flax in combination the time of 
maturing of the varieties used is im- 
portant, Marquis wheat and Bison 
flax mature at the same time #nd 
van, therefore, be used together, Lut 
if an earlier variety such as Red Bobs 
222 or Thacher is chosen, thhen an 
earlier variety of flax, such as Red 
Wing should also ‘be chosen, 

From observations made through 
out the district as wel] as at the idx- 
perimental Station it appears more 
advisable to seed flax alone than in 
combination.

combination with oats or barley, as 
the rapid growth of these crops and 
the teavy leaf system tends to 
smother the flax and depress he yield, 
It also requires seeding the flax and 
nats or barley separately in order to 
get a proper mixture througtiout, 
The harvesting of flax when grown 
alone is much less difficult today 


than it was a number of years ago 
when it was the usual practice to cut 
the crop with a binder and stook it.
